It is, in short, the.announcement of the triumph, 
whether temporary or not, of syndicalism over collective bargaining 
in trade unionism, and of the victory, whether permanent or not, 
of “Sorgue” and ‘Tom Mann over Ramsay Macdonald and heir 
Hardie. 

The new political economy with its demand for something 
more than the living wage and ‘its insistence that industries which 
cannot pay that wage are best relegated to the scrap. heap or treed 
from capitalism altogether is, for the moment, in the ascendant. 
The workers are not inquiring how .the new heaven and the new 
earth is to be made manifest in the labor firmament, thev are simply 
insisting that the change shall be brought about. They have not 
begun vet to face the full weight of what are known as economic 
laws, with all the demands these Taws make through the material 
systems of which they are an inherent part. They have vet to learn 
that the new heaven and the new earth can only appear as humanity 
eains the spiritual understanding of what constitutes substance; and 
so the struggle with effects goes blindly on amidst the screams ot 
human passions, whilst the causes which produce these effects are 
being slowly but none the less steadily sapped by the gathering 
perception of the truth which 1s to make tree the world. 

This flux of human thought has been illustrated in the sudden 
revulsion of teeling which caused the miners to fight against the 
unediate resumption of work, 1n spite of the tact that their leaders 
recommended In a mght men like Mr. Smillie, whose influence 
in the collieries had been regarded as incalculable. found themselves 
Voices crying in the wilderness.

Hence the demand for wider and deeper canals, for more railroads, 
for lines that will bring the west into closer connection with the 
sca. Ilence the Hudson bay and Georgian bay enterprises. The 
eolden grain of the prairie provinces behind practically all the 
movements in the east for the munprovement of navigation and 
harbors and docks. 

It is well for Canada _ that manufacturing industries are 
springing up im the west as well as in the east. ‘These will create 
a greater home market. and a home market will demand diversifica- 
tion of crops. It 1s quite probable that the experience of the United 
States in the last twenty-five years will be Canada’s in the next 
twenty-five. Industrial growth will very likely create so large a 
home market that the exportation of foodstuffs will fall off. But 
tor the present, Canada has an immense surplus, and with the con- 
tinued innigration into the western provinces of tillers of the sojl. 
this surplus, flor some time to come, is certain to increase. 

Ifow far it mav be increased before breaking the market is a 
question. .\ test of the world’s ability to consume all the erain 
that can be produced should not be made. The new soil of western 
Canada is doing more now than it is likely to do in the future, if 
the pressure upon it 1s to be continued. Some of the western 
American states have reason to regret the methods of their early 
settlers in this respect. The resources of the western Canadian 
wheat belt are great, but they are not boundless. Reason, judgment, 
should govern production now while the soil is fresh and fertile. 
Other crops than wheat can undoubtedly be raised with profit; it is 
in the interest of the farmer; the country and the world that experi- 
ments in thrs direction be made and persisted in. Western Canada 
cannot afford to remain a one-crop country; the Dominion cannot 
safely allow things to drift toward the point where the product of 
the prairie provinces may y be cheapened, or r glut the market.

resentative and senator in Congress. The 
present Congress consists of 490 represen- 
tatives and senators. But the next Con- 
gress, that which comes into being on March 
4, 1913, instead of 490 will have 531 rep-_ ——— 
resentatives and senators. It appears that publishers of summaries, 
charts and maps intended to supply ready and reliable information 
to those in search of political facts, have been misled into giving the 
number of votes in the next electoral college as 490. One of them, 
it is said, alleges as his authority the clerk of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, the chief clerk of the Senate and an official communica- 
tion of the state departntent. ‘That is to say, these publishers, with 
or without high authority, have based the number of electors on the 
number of representatives and senators in the sixty-second Con- 
gress, when they should have based it on the number in the sixty- 
third. 

This is not a matter of opinion: it is a matter of fact. The 
statute of 1792 with relation to the point at issue is as clear as day- 
light. It says that the number of electors shall be equal to the num- 
ber of representatives and senators “to which the several states are 
by law entitled at the time when the President and Vice-President to 
be chosen come into office.’ The number of representatives and 
senators at the time when the next President and Vice-President 
come into. office, under the new apportionment, will be 551. 

The rule of basing the number of electors on the prospective 
rather than the existing Congress membership has been followed 
since the statute was enacted. It was followed as late as [872 and 
1892. It is not likely that the matter will lead to any serious con- 
fusion, even if those who hold to the sixty-second Congress basis, 
on the ground that it is the only Congress in existence and theretore 
the only one that should be recognized, shall stick to their point, 
because opinion as well as precedent is overwhelmingly against them. 
Nevertheless, and so that there mav be no doubt whatever in the 
premises, a ruling on the question is to be asked of the = nent 
of justice by the House committee on judiciary. This-is perfectly 
proper, even though it simply serves to confirm what re already 
known.

During the political upheavals that 
prevailed for years in the republic, the inland 
waters. instead of facilitating commerce and 
legitimate communication, worked a_ hin- 
drance because malcontents were enabled 
unhindered to make their passage to and 
from the gulf of Venezuela by way of Lake Maracaibo. Today, 
with peace reigning in the republic, and the people pulling together 
both politically and commercially, the lake 1s asserting itself in more 
than one wav. And the growth of the « city of Marac: aibo, now the 
second largest in Venezuela, is entirély due to its excellent situation. 
This, in some respects, reminds one of Chicago's preeminence on the 
Great lakes of the northern continent. 

Maracaibo has become the distributing point for the states of 
Merida, Lara, T'achira and Trujillo, as well as for the important 
Santander district of neighboring Colombia. The port is the prin- 
cipal export center of the country. There is regular and direct 
steamship connection with New York and with the Venezuelan ports 
on the coast, while river steamers ply up and down the many nav- 
igable streams. In some respects Maracaibo has become to Vene- 
zuela what Manaos, on the Amazon river, is to Brazil. But Lake 
Maracaibo itself, apart from being a factor in transportation, is also 
valuable because of its fishing. A whole industry has sprung up 
around the catching of curbina, swordfish and. small sharks, which 
are being shipped to New York and San Francisco as delicacies for 
certain classes of residents in these ¢ities. 

From the standpoint of the picturesque, Lake Maracaibo offers 
so many attractions that there 1s little doubt Venezuelans with an 
eve to profit as well as beauty, will strive to make these features 
better known outside the country. Since a visit to Maracaibo affords 
an opportunity to get farther into the republic, in comfort and 
aboard ship, and as the territory offers the best chance in all the 
northern part of South America to observe the Indian in his native 
state, it would appear that this blending of the primitive, the pic- 
turesque and the progressive, the latter exemplified in the city of 
Maracaibo itself, would prove a three-fold attraction.

a very comprelensive grasp of the steel sit- 
uation, present and prospective.  -\s everybody, at all familiar with 
its affairs 1s aware, one of the greatest assets of the United States 
Steel Corporation ts its immense mineral land holding. In the con- 
solidation of interests embraced in this gigantic corporation ore 
deposits popularly deseribed as “inexhaustible” were included. Mr. 
Sellwood estimates that at the present rate of steel production these 
deposits will have given out within 25 years. 

There is nothing particularly alarining im this, however, for 
great virgin fields of.ore in the far West, even by that time, will still 
be practically untouched. There are Utah alone, for instance. a 
billion tons of merchantable ore. At present this deposit is not near 
enough to coke or coal or fluxing material to make its working profit 
able; “but,” Mr. Sellwood said, “there is a great market in the West 
for steel and a growing market in the central West. and the time 
will come when it will be practicable to ship that western ore East, 
or to ship from the East the coke and coal.”’ 

He went considerably farther than this. In his opinion: the 
time will come when it will be practicable to build steel plants on the 
Pacific coast, as in his judgment the completion of the Panama canal 
will go far toward rendering available the western deposits of ore. 
Of course these deposits are not confined to Utah. There is known 
to exist in Wvyomnng at least 100,000,000 tons, in California 250.- 
000,000 tons. There are vast deposits of 1ron ore in New Mexico: 
the resources of Washington andOregon in this particular are not 
yet fully known; there 1s tairly definite knowledge of the iron and 
coal wealth of Alaska, and it is sate to assume that much of 
will be poured in upon the Pacific states within the next 25 vears. 

Unless discovery and invention shall halt in the steel indust: 
processes that are now regarded as nearly the last words will be 
revolutionized or abandoned as certainly as were those that prevailed 
when the great concerns that are now absorbed in the steel trust 
sprang into being. The wonders of steel making will not, it is rea- 
sonable to say, end with the construction of the Gary oe llec- 
tricity is already playing an unportant part in the steel 1 Hits; it may 
he playing a so much more important part~in another ‘decane that 
the necessity for shipping western ores to the East or eastern coal 
or fuel to the West for the purpose of steel making will have ceased. 
By that time the East will be engaged, perhaps, in developing its own 
ore deposits, which are to be found along the coast range from 
Georgia to Nova Scotia and clear up to and within the Arctic circle.
